ORDER

On November 15, 2007, Duke Energy Kentucky, Inc. ("Duke Energy”) filed its
annual Demand Side Management (“DSM"} status report as well as an appiicatioh for
continuation of its Power Management Program and Personalized Energy Report
Program and a proposed adjustment to the 2007 DSM Cost Recovery Riders. Duke
Energy's application provides that the new rates will take effect 30 days from the date of
the filing of the application.

Based on a review of the application and the proposed riders and being
otherwise sufficiently advised, the Commission finds that an investigation of the new
rates is necessary to determine their reasonableness and that such investigation cannot
be concluded prior to the effective date. Consequently, pursuant to KRS 278.190(2),
the Commission Wili suspend the effective date of the new rates for 5 months.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that Duke Energy’s proposed DSM | Cost
Recovery Riders are suspended for a period of 5 months from December 15, 2007 up fo

and including May 14, 2008.
